Lottery Advertisements Must 
be Excluded. 


Two Coming Suits to Test the Gov- 
epnment’s Power. 


Atty.-Gen. Miller Prepares a Brief 
on the Subject. 


He Shows That Congress Has an Un- 
doubted Right to Legislate for 
the Common Good — 

Sound Arguments.

WasHIneton, Sept. 17.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The case of the United 
States against John L. Rapier and two 
cases of the United States vs. George 
W. Dupre will come up for argument at 


' the October term of the United States | 


Supreme Court. Each of these cases is 


an application for the discharge by writ 


of habeas corpus from arrest for alleged 
violation of the anti-lottery legislation 
ofthe United States in mailing lottery 
advertisements. Judgment was against 
the defendants and the cases. were ap- 
pealedto the Supreme Court. Attor- 
ney-General Miller prepared a brief 
which he submits in behalf of the Gov- 
ernment. ‘If itcan be demonstrated,”’ 
says the brief, ‘that to prey 
upon one’s fellow-men by means of a 
lottery is a- fundamental human right, 
the decalogue and the sermon on the 
mount, not to mention the declaration 
of independence ought be réwritten at 
once. I maintain,’’ continues the At- 
“without fear of suc- 
cessful contradiction, that whatever 
acts or enterprises Congress has the 
power to make criminal in the District 
of Columbia or Territories, it may refuse, 
directly or indirectly, to aid, encourage 
or abet in any State, without violating 
any obligation, either to the citizen or 
State. Any State may make the prac- 
tices of this lottery company or even. 
the possession of its tickets within its 
borders with intent to sell them a crime 
and ‘‘exeraise this power of legislation 
in regard to the mails as in the exer- 
cise of many of its other legislative 
| powers.’’ The Attorney-General holds 
that Congress has very broad discretion 
as to whether it shall at all and if so 
when and to what extent and for what 
pnrpose it shall act. 

».. The Attorney-General then argues to 
show that Congress has undoubtedly a 
right to legislate for the common good 
and says, ‘Suppose, as is now an early 
probability, a postal telegraph should be 
established; is it true that the United 
States Government would be under ob- 
ligation to transmit over its telegraph 
lines messages in reference to al! busi- 
ness or practices not indictable at 
common glaw or not known to 
the law Shooks as malainse? Could 
it not refuse to transmit telegrams 
boldly relating to gambling transactions, 
trading upon margins in wheat or stocks 
or negotiating purchases and the sale of 
lottery tickets, or in regard to any other 
business which in exercise of its sound 
discretion Congress might declare to be 
contra bona mores?’ Upon the theory 
of the argument. of _ petitioners 
that publishers of newspapers 
had an absolute right to carriage in the 
mails, and that discrimination 
against them is abridging the freedom 
of the press, then all postal regula- 


tions by which letters are given prece—} 


dence over newspapers in the mails, 
even in time of carriage and distribu- 
tion are invalid. This is certainly a 
discrimination against the newspapers, 
and might be held to be abridging the 
freedom of the press.”’

A scout sent yesterday has returned and 
reports that he went to Genella ranch, 
eighteen miles from Fort Ringgold, 
and found that a party of sixty men 
had crossed the Rio Grande on the night 
ofthe 15th. They came from Paleto 
Blanco, eighty miles north of the cross- 
ing. Many of them were Mexicans 
from Carmargo and were’ com- 
manded by C. A. Gorsea, an edi- 
tor. A large body of Mexican troops 
from San Miguel engaged them 
yesterday at Mogre and are now in pur- 
suit. There is a report of more trouble 
by revolutionists. The leader Gancias 
was formerly editor of a Mexican paper 
at San Antonio and lately at Carmargo. 
He is under indictment for crimally 
libeling the government of Leon.

Thesyndicate was 
composed of about twelve members, and 
all these except one have joined in the 
agreement of dissolution. He has not 
yet signed and represents only a small 
amount of stock.”

The «Arid Region’—A Possible 
Danger. 

The early pioneers of the Pacific 
Coast—those who were here before 
1849—had noconception of the aurif- 
erous wealth which lay beneath their 
feet. The later comers,during the subse- 
quent quarter of a century, had as lit- 
tle knowledge ofthe abundant supply of 
living water which existed under- 
ground, waiting to be brought to the 
surface. It is only during the past half- 
dozen ye&rs that we have begun to real- 
ize what a wealth of moisture there is 
available on this Coast. . The necessi- 
ties of the late boom led to many im- 
portant discoveries in this line. It was 
necessary to obtain water, if only a little 
in order to sell off townsites; so tunnels 
were bored and wells dug in places 
where the projectors themselves had 
little hope of meeting with success, yet 
in few cases did they fail to tap the 
life-giving fluid. The eyes of the peo- 
ple of this section began to. be 
opened, and since then water 
been developed in many un- 
expected . places. Great artesian 
forth in spots 
which a few years ago were considered 
hopelessly arid. In other places great 
storage reservoirs have been built in 
mountain canyons, and deserts below 
transformed into smiling orchards, vine- 
yards and gardens. The question now 
bezins to crop up: Where is the ‘‘arid 
region?’’ It has been driven back far- 
ther and farther, until it has almost 
disappeared. True, there are great sec- 
tions which are at present deserts, but 
not more so than Riverside and Po- 


| mona_ and Pasadena were a few years 


ago. On the verge of the Colorado 
desert, early melons, atid grapes and 
figs are being raised. In Antelope Val- 
ley, which is really but an extension of 
the Mojave Desert, hundreds of artesian 
wells have been sunk, over fifty thou- 
sand acres of wheat have been har- 
vested, and orchards are being planted 
on every side. Where isthe ‘‘arid re- 
gion?’ Has it gone to join the ‘Great 
American Desert,’’ which we used to 
find on the maps? 

It is not alone in Southern California 
that water is being found and devel- 
oped. In Arizona great canals, follow- 
ing the course of prehistoric water- 
courses, are transforming that Terri- 
tory into the condition which existed 
there, according to Cushing, 10,000 
years ago. In Nevada, irrigation is 
transforming alkali wastes into alfalfa 
fields, and it is already claimed that, 
within a few years, the agricultural in-

Now, while it may be true that some 
modification is necessary in the present 
desert land laws, in order to make it 
profitable for companies to develop 
water for the land, such a step as that 
contemplated should not be taken with- 
out serious reflection. The so-called 
“arid lands’ are about all that remain 
of the broad acres which Uncle Sam 
formerly had to offer hischildren. Gov- 
ernment land is fast disappearing 
andthe land hunger cig increasing, as 
witness the wild rushes when a strip of

‘land to the States and Territories? 
Would such a move be in the interest of 
the people? Could we in California 
safely intrust such a Legislature as that 
of last season with the disposition of 
the vast areas within the borders of the 
State which come under the designa- 
tion of ‘‘arid regions?" This is a most 
important question, and one which the 
people cannot too soon begin to study.

It were as sensible to discard 
clothes, watches; etc., because they are 
open to bad workmanship and dishonest 
tricks as to discard bituminous rock 
pavements fer that reason. Caveat 
emptor—Let the buyer beware—is the 
motto in all branches of business, and 
we are not, like the Silurians, of the 
opinion that San Franciscans are in- 
capable of managing their own affairs 
and guarding their own interests.

CALIFORNIA CATASTROPHES. 


— Assassination of a Mining 
Superintendent. 


Murdered for His Money by Highway- 
men—A Mine Caves in—Wild 
te e Rumors from San 
Quentin. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
Nevapa (Cal.,) Sept. 17.—[By the 
Associated Press.] W. S. Galavotti, 
superintendent of the: Derbec Drift 
mine, was murdered by highwaymen 
this morning while coming to the city 
with $5000 in a gold bar just-cleaned up 
at the mine. Galavotti and J. D. Os- 
trum were in a two-horse buggy ascend- 
ing the South Yuba grade six miles from 
the city, when a rifle shot was fired 
from the bank above. The ball entered 
the back of Galavotti andemerged from 
his mouth, causing instant death. Os- 
trum struck the horses with the whip, 
urging themintoarun up the steep 
grade just as a secoud shot was fired. 
The bullet entered the neck of. one of 
the horses, but the turn in the road soon 
took the team out of range of the shoot- 
ers. He continued to force the*team up 
the grade, holding his companion’s dead 
body in the vehicle with one arm and 
being soaked from head to foot with his 
life blood. Reaching the Mount Vernon 
House, Ostrum left Galavotti’s body and 
hid the bullion inthe brush. Then he 
rode to this city to notify the officers. 
A wagon has just gone out after the dead 
superintendent’s body and _ several 
squads of armed men are starting for the 

scene of the murder. | 
A wagon brought in Galavotti’s body 
this afternoon. The ball entered the 
face at the left side of the nose. He 
died instantly. Ostrom said he first 
though Galavotti’s own gun had been 
discharged accidentally so close was the 
shot fired. Ostrom seized the lifeless 
body just in time to save it from going 
out of the buggy, then struck the horses 


to get out of danger. They 
sprang forward just as the second 
shot, which struck one of them 


in the neck was fired. Galavotti’s rifle 
and hat fell to the gronnd as the team 
ran up-hill like mad, blood from the 


wounded horse covering the other horse 


at every jump, Ostrom neither saw 
nor heard from the robbers, who are 
generally believed to have been two in 
number, although Ostrum thinks that 
there was but one. The gold bar was 
broughtin this afternoon. It contains 
a little less than $4000, being the semi- 
monthly clean-up. 

Galavotti was one of the best gravel 
minefs inthe State.

ASSAULT TO RAPE. 


The Serious Charge Pending 
Against M. M. Dalton. 


Preliminary Examination Before Jus- 
tice Austin Yesterday. 


a 


Story of the Alleged Victim as Told 
on the Witness Stand. 


Breaks by the Witness Under Cross-exam- 
ination, Showing That She Had 
Been Coached—Mrs. Sul- 
livan’s Statements. 


At 9 o'clock yesterday morning, in 
Justice Austin’s department of the Po- 
lice Court, the case of the people vs. M. 
M. Dalton, an ex-police officer, was 
called for preliminary examination. 

It will be remembered that about two 


» weeks ago Dalton, who has lived in this 


city all his life and has stood well, was 
arrested on a complaint charging him 
with taking improper liberties with the 
adopted daughter of his wife’s father, 
John Hagerman. The girl is only 10. 
years old and livesin the same _ house 
with Mr. and Mrs. Hagerman and Mr. 
and Mrs. Dalton. Dalton and his wife 
have had trouble for sometime past, and 
were not occupying the same room when 
Dalton was arrested. There was a 
friend of Mrs. Dalton’s in the house 
called Mrs. Sullivan and she isthe one 
who claims to have witnessed the as- 
sault. It was ather instance that the 
child’s adopted father swore to the com- 
plaint. 

Deputy District Attorney Diehl repre- 
sented the people and C. C. Stephens, 
Esq., appeared for the defendant. 

An attempt was made on the part of 
the prosecution to have the case con- 
ducted with closed doors, but Dalton 
objected. His attorney stated that as 


the public ina highly sensational man- 
ner, he did not care to have star cham- 
ber proceedings at this stage, and Jus- 
tice Austin permitted the public to be 

resent. 

The little girl was the first witness 
called for the prosecution, and she told 
her story without a break until she was 
handed over to the defense for cross-ex- 
amination. It then became evident that 


she had been <coached to a 
considerable extent and she_ 
mitted that she had been told 


what tosay. She stated that on the 
day when the alleged offense was com- 
mitted she was sitting out on the porch 
with Dalton. Mrs. Sullivan was writing 
a letter in the parlor, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Hagerman were lying down. She said 
that Dalton told her to go up stairs, to 
a room that was used asa store room. 
There was a mattress on the floor. 
After going upstairs Dalton went up 
and sat down on the bed. She com- 
menced that to play with him. 
admitted Dalton pushed her away 
two orthree times.

He pro- 
posed to show that the witness has en- 
tered into a conspiracy to ruin Dalton. 

The Court ruled that the question 
was a proper one. 

Witness stated that she did not meet 
them at Santa Monica.

Wit- 
ness was not intoxicated, but she drank 
some beer. 

Witness did not know ahout the row 
between Mr. Dalton and his wife on 
the morning after the alleged assault on 
the little girl.

chased Dalton from the place with a 
pistol. 

John Hagerman was the next witness 
for the people. On the 2d of the month, 
the day whenthe alleged crime was 
committed, witness and Dalton were 
down town together. .They returned 
to the house at 1 o’clockin the after- 
noon. Witness noticed Dalton and the 
little girl playing, and then the girl 
went up stairs -and Dalton fol- 
lowed in a few _ minutes. Wit- 
ness heard them playing, but thought 
nothing of it, as they were in the 
habit of doing the same thing. Witness 
was lying down in a room under the 
stairs and could hear them talking all 
the while. Witness did not hear that 
anything had taken place until the next 
morning when Mrs. Dalton told him. 
Dalton was near by and came up after 
she had gone. He said to witness that 
it was all a lie. 

That morning witness and his wife 
and Mrs. Sullivan went up and examined 
the bed. Mrs. Dalton told witness about 
the girl after she had chased Dalton off 
the place.
